Wines. Manitoba, January 25.—The de- 
falcation of the Norquay Government will 
prove much beyond what was at first hinted 
at. Already Pnemier Greenway has discovered 
a deficit of over $500,000. The investigation 
has revéaled that forsixteen months, front 
September, 1886, to January, 1887, not a single 
entry had been made in the cash-book of the 
Province Treasury. The investigation revealed 
that on January 10 the cash deficit was $315,138, 
besides an issue of provincial bonds for $160,- 
000, making a deficit of $476,188.

The examination also showed thatthe $250,000 
subsidy received early in January had all 
been spent with the exception ofa few thou- 
sand dollars, and that one of the last acts of 
the Harrison administration had been to pay 
themselves and most of the civil servants their 
salaries up to February 1.

A TERRIBLE STORM.

A WRECKED BARK’S CREW TOSSED ABOUT 
IN A SMALL BOAT.

4 |k 
New Yoru, January 25.—After being 
about in a small boat for ten days upon & 


rough ses, without food or water, seven mari- 
ners arrived here yesterday on the Havana 


steamer San Marcos. They were the survivors | 65 


of a crew often men who left Tark’s Island 
‘December 18 in the little bark D. Chapin, 
bound for Boston with 22,800 bushels of salt. 
They were rescued in an almost exhausted 
condition, January 4, by the Boston schooner 
Louisa G. Rabel, which was bound for Cuba. 
Ira W. Colbeth who was a mate on the 
wrecked vessel, related to the Post-DIsPaTcH 
eorrespondent yesterday the story of the 
@ventful voyage. He said that the bark salied 
from Turk’s Island in command of Capt. Hall, 
an-old and experienced seaman, and carried a 
crew ofnine men. Fine weather with light 
variable winds was experienced until the bark 
had passed north of Bermuda. December 23 a 
southwest gale, which the following day be- 
came a hurricane, struck the vessel, One 
mighty wave struck the bark the follow- 
img morning, throwing her into the trough of 
thesea. The cargo shifted, the water casks 
were swept away, the waists were stove, 
cabins flooded and everything movable 
swept from the decks. The Captain and mate, 
who were on the quarter-deck at the time, 
barely escaped with their lives. Every effort 
‘was now made to get the ship before the wind. 
The foremast was cut away as a last resort, 
but even this failed to right the vessel. Dis- 
mantied and almost dismasted, the craft was 
found to be sinking fast. Water was pouring 
im through many breaches in the bark, and 
THE PUMPS WERE USELESS. 

The only life-boat, about twenty feet long, 
was quickly cut from its lashings, but the 
united strength of the crew failed to turn over 
the boat. An immense wave, however, Oover- 
turned it, and into it the Mate and one seaman 
jumped. They were carried away from the 
bark. Another wave threw the boat again on 
the vessel when several more men got into it. 
Again it was swept off and carried back, and 
this time all hands got safely into the boat. 
Beforethe men got twenty yards away from 
the bark she burst as though the water which 
filled her hold had forced her timbers 

apart. Pieces of the cabin window 
were seen flying in all directions. There was 
not an ounce of provisions oradrop of water 
in the boat. The sailors, however, had four 
pairs of oars and agangway ladder. The latter 
was used as a drag hile some of the sailors 
kept the boat’s — to the sea, others were 
employed in bailing out the water which the 
boat shipped in great quantities. For * 
eight hours they rowed aimlessly about in the 
rough — attentively scanning the horizon 
fora sing sail.

VOROK Case BY DEFAULT. 


A Decree Granted With Alimony and Cus- 
tody of the Ohildren—dJudge Barciay’s 
Decision in the Oase of a Married 
Woman's Note—The Jones Deposit Mat - 
ter Decided in the Frobate Court 
Damage Suits on Trial To-Day. 


Judge Lubke called up to-day the divorce

ing by default. Mrs, Manley was accom- 
panied to court by several lady friends 
who were neighbors of the family when they 
resided on Brantner place. She gave a de- 
tailed account of her domestic troubles, which 
have extended over twelve years. 

Her husband for several years has been in 
the employ of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company in this city, receiving $125 per month. 
Mrs. Manley complained that her hus- 
band failed to support her, that he 
squandered his meansiu drinking and gam- 
bling and that hetreated her with cruelty, 
subjecting her to such indignities that her 
condition was rendered intolerable.

CONSECRATION OF REV. DR. ABIEL- LEON- 
AED THIS MORNING. 


Imposing Ceremonies at Christ Episcopal 
Church —A Distinguished Company of 
Officiating Divines—Bishep Ethelbert 
Talbot Preaches the Sermon—Bishop 
Vail Acts as Consecrator—Sketch of the 
New Member of the Upper Clergy— 
Woman's Auxiliary Mecting and a E-

Never was a more beautiful Episcopal con- 
secration held in this city than that which 
took place to-day at Christ Episco- 
pal Church, Thirteenth and Locust 
streets, when Rev. Abiel Leonard, D.

London. January 2%5,—The Queen will hold a 
privy counci] at Osborne on Wednesday, the 
sth ot February, when the speech from the 
throne is to be formally approved. Parliament 
isto be opened by a royal commission, as Her 
Majesty grudges the trouble and expense of a 
two nights’ residence at Buckingham Palace. 
Lord Salisbury has been much mortified by 
the Queen's resolute refusal to open Parlia- 
ment in person, and it seems to me that the 
country has just Sause for dissatisfaction at 
Her Majesty decision. The change 
in the Queen’s Italian plans is due 
entirely to personal and private reasons. The 
villa at San Remo, which was engaged for Her 
Majesty early last month, has been got rid of. 
I recently stated that Princess Beatrice and 
her husband were to visit Florence while Her 
Majesty was at San Remo, and that they would 
stay at the Villa Palmieri, which the dowager 
Lady Crawford had placed at the Queen’s dis- 
posal. This residence will now be occupied 
by the Queen herself, and Her Majesty is to 
arrive at Florence about February 24. It is 
not yet settled whether the royal party 
will travel direct to Florence by the St. 
Gothard ronte, via Milan and Bologna, 
or by Marseilles, Genoa and Pisu. If the lat- 
ter be decided upon the Queen will break her 
journey at San Remo, arriving there in the 
morning and proceeding to Florence the same 
evening. The Queen will embark at Bast 
Cowes, probably on Tuesday, February 21, on 
board the Victoria and Albert, for Cherbourg, 
whence she is to proceed southward on the 
morning after her arrival by special train. 
The arrangements for the journey are being 
made by Mr. J. J. Kanne, Her Majesty's Di- 
rector of Continental Journeys. The departure 
of the sovereign for the Continent directly after 
the opening of Parliament is considered a 
breach of constitutional usage and it might 
lead to the gravest inconvenience. The Queen 
has never before so plainly manifested her 
flagrant disregard of the ordinary duties of her 
position. Suppose a defeat of the Adminis- 
tration, orthe death or resignation of, the 
leading Minister—events which are quite pos- 
sible—and the most serious difficulties, com- 
plications and delays would be occasioned 
with the Queen at Florence, a city which can- 
not be reached by the most eager traveler 
in less than forty-five hours. Is the 
Queen also to have a Cabinet Miaister 
in attendance at Florence? And, if so, how 
are that Minister’s parliamentary duties to be 
discharged? Needless to add that under any 
circumstances Her Majesty’s absence in Italy 
at a period of the year when public affairs are 
alwaysina seething state will involve an im- 
mense expense for daily messengers to and 
from Florence and for the shoals of telegrams 
which Her Majesty receives and dispatches 
every day. This unseasonable trip to Italy 
affords another proof of the weakness and 

SERVILITY OF LORD SALISBURY. 
For it is he, as the Queen’s principal ad- 
viser, who is responsible for it, and it 
was his imperative duty to have 
protested warmly against 80 unseemly 
an aberration, just as the Duke of 
Wellington expostulated with King George 
IV. when that monarch had planned a visit to 
Vienna and to Paris. 80 effectual were the 
Duke’s remonstrances that the projected tour 
was reduced to a brief sojourn at Hanover. It 
is unlacky that since the death of Gen. Sir 
Thomas Bidduph there has been nobody in the 
royal household who possesses the smallest 
influence over the Queen. If Sir Thomas were 
now alive he would certainly have managed 
to induce Her Majesty to postpone her tour 
till near Easter. But Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby 
has no more power in such matterthan a 
beetle. 
A CHARMING RESIDENCE. 

The Villa Palmieri, which the dowager Lady 
Crawford has placed at the Queen’s disposal 
during her residence at Florence, having hith- 
erto refused the most tempting offers to let 
the place, is one of the most charming res!- 
dences in Tuscany. The house is a large one 
and stands on rising ground, so that there are 
splendid views of Florence and the neighbor- 
ing country from the windows and terrace. 
There is a very fine library and all the rooms 
are charmingly furnished. The grounds, 
which are extensive and well shaded, have 
always been admirably keptup. Villa Pal- 
mieri, which is on the Bologna road about 
two miles beyond Porto San Gallo, is on 
classic ground, for there is every reason 
to believe that ie was the sene of 
Boccaccio’s romances; several places in the 
immediate vicinity are described in the De- 
cameron,’’ in which also le an elaborate de- 
scription of the villa and its grounds, Within 
a short distance is the villa which was long the 
residence of Walter Savage Landor, and there 
are beautiful walks and drivesin every direc- 
tion. The chapel in Lady Crawford’s grounds 
has always been supposed to be the original of 
one of Raph ael’s Sposalzio at Milan.

BURIED A LONG TIME, 


The Hidden Treasure of a Slave Found on 
a Louisiana Plantation. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., January 25.—Consider- 
able excitement was created yesterday at Pass 
Christian by the discovery ofa pot of buried 
treasure. Colta Narcisse, a colored man, was 
plowing ina vacant lot owned by Nicholas 
Buchert, when the plow struck a hidden ob- 
ject, breaking off the point. On looking to see 
what he had struck he found a curiously-

THE BETTING QUESTION. 


PROSPECTIVE ABOLITION OF THE “BOOKS” 
FOR MUTUALS AND POOLS. 


~ 

The Advantages to Be Gained by the Several 
Racing Associations in the Propesed 
Change—Interesting Correspondence Be- 
tween Teemer and an Amateur— The 
Marine“ and His Resolve—Sporting News 
and Notes. 


Speaking of the betting question in the 
WORLD Mr. Crickmore says: Whether the 
present Legislature at Albany takes action in 
the matter of betting on race tracks or not, 
there is promise of alively issue from other 
sources. The new organization of book- 
makers known as the Alliance—a revival of an 
old name in connection with betting that had 
already been a failure—has already developed 
so much opposition that it will take consider- 
able diplomacy -to smooth matters over for 
next summer. Leaving out all question 
of defects in its organization or that its 
membership includes some very unpopular 
persons, there is a strong probability that 
book bets will not be made at Jerome Park, 
Sheepshead Bay and at the Brooklyn track. 
The committees of the several clubs naturally 
argue that if sixty bookmakers could afford to 
pay an average of $6,000 a day for the privilege 
and make money, that the ciubs could make 
considerably more than $6,000 a day if the bet- 
ting privileges were retained, the work being 
done by theirown employes and the revenue 
conveyed directly into their own treasury. 


Such a change could only be made by the 
exclusive use of the mutual pools supple- 
mented with auction pools, astyle of betting 
that has been much favored by the most 
thoughtful turf writers of this city and the 
plan practically enforced at the French 
meetings last year for all ready money bet- 
ting, ah excellent example of the success of 
which in this locality was shown at Brighton’ 
Beach last summer, where, with the poorest 
kind of programmes and with small purses, 
the mutuals averaged nearly $90,000 a day, 
which, at 5 per cent, was at once a revenue 
of $4,500, while at the same time there 
was always an excellent business 
done in the auction pools, the 
revenue of which was 8 per cent 
on the winnings. In fact, as one of the 
Brighton Beach officials remarked atthe end 
of the thirty days: We have had the best 
season ever known at Brighton.’’ Of course 
much can be said on both sides of the ques- 
tion. The kmakers and those who like 
the system can say that backers want to know 
what they will get for their money; that if a

He Says the Indian Is Incapable of Advance- 
ment—The So-Called Civilized Tribes 
Were Agriculturists Befere the White 
Man Came in Contact With Them— 
Causes of the Dissensions in Indian Terri- 
tory—Whites and Negroes Fomenting 
Discord—The Land in Severalty Scheme. 


Peter L. Carlin, a merchant of Kansas City; 
who for years had large interests in the Indian 
Territory, in conversation with a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter remarked: ‘‘The condition of 
affairs among the civilized tribes, especially 
among the Choctaws, Cherokees and Chicka- 
saws, is at the present time very unfortunate. 
Great internal jealousies exist among them, 
which may cause trouble atany moment, and 
in my opinion—and I have had long experience 
among these Indians, especially among the 
Cherokees—will shortly lead to a dissolution 
of the tribal relations now existing. The 
whole trouble arises from the presence of 
white men and negroes among the Indians as 
adopted citizens. The negroes are governed 
by the whites and balt- breeds, all 
being more or less firmly arrayed against the 
full-bloods, and the relations between the 
several classes have become especially strained 
during the last year. 

THE WHITES 
wish to have the lands divided, each member 
of the tribe receiving his share in severalty, 
while the Indians fear that this will lead to 
their extinction as a separate community, and 
itcertainly would.
